2. As the month of December began to approach its end, 
SKURIN's interviews with sotzrce became more frequent (at least 
thrice weekly, compared with the usual once a week schedule) and 
his requests became more numerous, SKQRIN, accbTdlnr to hisiovm 
admission to source, was faced with the problem of showing as 
good a monthly report as possible — wlxich boiled down to as many 
arrests to his credit as possible. 

3. On 23 December, for example, S-KURIN told source to 
look up a certain Otto FISCHRR, Berlin-Oalilem, Drygaisklstrasse 
2, whom he termed as a "censor of books” for the American Infor- 
mation Control* This FISC3ER was to be delivered into the 
Russians* hand* before the end of December "at any cost". 

a. Our indepaaclent cheek revealed that there had 
never been an Otto FISCHER living at the addx’ess mentioned above, 
but that a man of that name was listed as sub-tenant of one 
TIET^J at Drygaisklstrasse 9* Ho-'sever, more recently that house 
had been requisitioned and FISCHER was living at Berl In-Da hlem, 
Schweinfuerther Strasse 6?, care of OKLBfDELLER. FISCHER was 
born at Dim on 22 November 1397 He is not a book censor but 
simply an auditor, at a Treunandgesellschaft in Berlin-Wilmersdorf, 
ilassaulsohestrasse 2 (British Sector). 

b. When SKDRI53 received this information, his 
enthusiasm for arresting FISCHER abated. 

4. On 27 December SKHRIR asked source to find out every- 
thing he could about a Horat ZANDER, about vihom he was given 
nothing to gp by but the name. 

a. Our investigations revealed that there Is a 
Horst ZANDER, publisher, registered from 1936 to date at Berlin- 
Dahiem, Am Schuelerhelm 8 A. ZAJfDER was born in Steglitz gn 3I 
July 1908. He was divorced from his fltst* two wives and left a 
widower by his third. At present he is net in Berlin. 

5* On the other hand, &KUEIN still considered source’s 
operational priorities to be ris follows; 

a. Hiidegard BLOM alias BEBTE; Source le to pay her 
a visit, S^Jice SKURIN did not give source the briefing he had 
promised, he does not know quite what the Russians waTit to knew.

SKURIN 
informed source that a daughter, ®RDA, lived at Berlln-Kalensee , 
Karlsruhestrasse 12 (British Sector), and he is to visit her to 
determine the father’s present whereabouts.
